Brytton, 
it became known to day, killed. himeelf 
in St. Louis. Dr. Brytton had spent his 
small fortune entertaining the woman, 
who was tried for the murder of Caesar 
Young in New York, and when his 
money gave out ghe turned from him to 
others who could gratify her extrava- 
gant tastes. In the road house in which 
Nan Patteraon held her court until the 
police intimated to her that ber presence 
hereabouts was desired no longer, Dr. 
Brytton was a familiar figure for abouta 
month, He became infatuated with the 
woman and while his money lasted she 
pretended to be deeply attached to him 
When he exhausted his bank accocunt, 
howeyer, she told him she had no fur- 
ther use for him. Finally one day she 
insulted him openly on the street. Be- 
fore committing suicide Dr.Brytton sent 
a letter to his friend Dr. William Mar- 
tin, of this city, in which he gave his 
reason for killing himself. Dr. Martin 
refused to make public the letter but he 
admitted Brytton complained of the 
manner in which he had been treated by 
the Patterson woman and that he said 
that he could not keep away from her. 
Although Nan Patterson has disappeared 
from here she has left behind a train of 
sorrow that extends into the homes of 
several prominent families. 


Gang of Crooks 
Arrested. 


Winnipeg, Man., Sept. 8—The Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police have rounded 
up a desperate gang of Windipeg crooks, 
who had just commenced a systematic 
attempt to burglarize large stores in all 
the Western towns, They were Angus 
McDonald, James Kelly and Joe King. 
Although direct evidence has only been 
secured against one of the crooks, Mc- 
Donald, suspicion points to the surmise 
that the trioof bad men intended to 
make an entire tour of the Canadian 
West, leaving burglarized stores behind 
them in everv town they visited. Inn- 
mediately following a burglary at Gren- 
fell, the store of Paul Dufty at Broad- 
view was broken into and $65 worth of 
goodstaken. This was on the night of 
September 4th, and by that time the 
police of the whole Northwest were 
aroused, and strenuous efforts were 
made to round up the crooks, whose 
identity was then unknown. On the 
morning of September 6th Angus Mc- 
Donald was apprehended by members of 
the R,N.W.M.P. as he was purchasing 
a ticket from Grenfell to Regina._The 
goode were all found on him, but there 
was not sufficient evidence to implicate 
the other two men ‘in the robbery. 
However, as they were unable to give 
satisfactory accounts of themseives they 
were sentence! to thirty days’ imprison- 
ment for vayrancy. McDonald was 
committed to stand trial at the next ae- 
sizes. Skeleton keys were found in his 
boots.
